The Arab world reacted cautiously 
towards the appointment of U.S. 
President Ford. It had praise for 
Richard Nixon while expressing un- 
certainty over future American-Arab 
relations which the outgoing Pres- 
ident had helped consolidate. 

The main Arab concern was over 
the continuation of the poiitical 
momentum which the Nixon Ad- 
ministration had initiated after the 
October war. At the same time, 
there was a certain amount of 
sugpicion over Ford’s past expressed 
Sympathy towards Israel. 

The most outspoken officlal Arab 
comment on the presidential change- 
over came from Lebanese Premier 
Takieddin Solh, who said thet with 
Nixon gone the Arabs were “once 
again on their own.” He said that 
the Arabs again will have to “rely 
on themselves." 

Qn the other hand, the Egyptians 
said that they did not expect any 
substantial change in the U.S. Middle 
East policy under President Ford, 
and noted the significant fact that 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
remained in office. 

Jordan's King Hussein, now in 
Canada, also said that he does “not 
expect any changes” in Washington's 
foreign policies. Hussein said he 
assumes he will meet Ford during 
his Washington visit later this week, 
adding that he hoped “the momentum 
will be kept up in the Middle East.” 

In Damascus, the Syrian semi- 
official “Al-Thawra” newspaper 
warned that the Arabs should 
sharply watch future events on the 
American scene. 

It said, “Some people saw in 
Nixon's forelgn policy 2 move to 
lessen Asnerica’s complete bias in 
Israel's favour. The Arabs now 
should face the new administration 
with all the meana available to 
them to convince the U.S. — by 
deeds and not by words — that its 


interests will be threatened if it

Egypt withdraws army

Court to decide today 
whether to hold Bension 


TEL A'VIV. — The District Court 
here is to decide today whether for- 
mer Israel-British Bank manager 
‘Yehoshua Benston is to be held un- 
til his forthcoming triai on charges 
of stealing some $47m. of the bank's 
money. 

Defence counsel Yitzhak Tuntk 
told the court on Friday that there 
was no legal basis for holding his 
client without prima facie evidence 
of guilt. Moreover, he said, Bension, 


who is 50 years old, was ill. 


There was no danger, Mr. Tunik 
said, of Bension — a sixth-genera- 
tion sabra — fleeing the country. 
And there was no chance he would 
srouggle property out, the attorney 
said, as all the firms of the Ben- 
sion family were now in receiver- 
ship.

The troop reinforcements, totalling 
about 1,000 men, and the Phantoms 
were rushed by Britain to Cyprus 
during the height of the fighting on 
the island when war between Greece 
and Turkey appeared imminent. 

The session should have got under 
way yesterday morning, but was 
blocked because Turkey and Greece 

coukl not agree on the wording of 
name cards for the Cypriots at the 
conference table. The sources said 


the deadlock was broken when 
Turkey gave a “constructive reply” 
to an initiative by Callaghan. The 
solution was that there would be no 
mame cards at all, the sources said. 
Callaghan and Foreign Ministers 
George Mavros of Greece and Turan 
Gunes of Turkey were joined at the 
talks by Cypriot President Glafkos 
Clerides, representing the Greek- 
Cypriot community on the island, 
and Turkish-Cypriot leader Raut 
Denktesh. It was Gunes who had 
earlier stormed out of the conference 
because of the dispute over the 
cards, returning to his hotel. An 
earlier controversy over seating at 
separate tables was settled with the 
delegates sitting around a circular 
table, 
Meanwhile, fighting on Cyprus 
came toa standstill yesterday follow- 
ing agreement on demarcation of 
Greek Cypriot and Turkish forces. 
No details of the agreement on 
the demarcation lines were released 
and the document was to be forward- 
ed to Geneva.

The U.S, Embassy in Saigon, 
meanwhile, refused to confirm or 
deny the Vietcong charges that the 
US. atrcraft carrier Ranger had 
moved into position off South 
Vietnam's central coastal province 
of Binh Dinh. 


2,000 perish 
in Bangladesh 


DACCA (AP). — At least 2,000 
people have perished in floods and 
from cholera in Bangladesh during 
the last five weeks, the Govern- 
mem Relief Minister Abdul Momin 
said-on Friday on his return from 
the affected areas. He said that 
over 30 milHon people were affect- 
ed in Bangladesh. The official 
nr figure was put at about 
1,000. 

Erosion and epidemics combined 
are causing untold miseries for 
miBions of people in the relief 
camps opened by the Government 
and private shelters. 

Akcording to official sources, 
crops on 10 million acres of land 
lad been ruined. Nineteen ‘thou- 
sand educational institutions and 
over half a million houses are 


badly damaged.
